RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — Flor¬ 
ence exploded into a po¬ 
tentially catastrophic Cat¬ 
egory 4 hurricane Monday 
as it closed in on North and 
South Carolina, carrying 
winds up to 130 mph and 
water that could wreak 


havoc over a wide stretch 
of the eastern United States 
later this week. 
Communities along a 
stretch of coastline that's 
vulnerable to rising sea lev¬ 
els due to climate change 
prepared to evacuate 
the storm, which forecast¬ 
ers expect to be close to 


Category 5 strength by 
Tuesday. The South Caro¬ 
lina governor ordered the 
state's entire coastline to 
be evacuated starting at 
noon Tuesday and pre¬ 
dicted that 1 million peo¬ 
ple would flee. And Vir¬ 
ginia's governor ordered a 
mandatory evacuation for 


some residents of low-lying 
coastal areas. 

The storm's first effects were 
already apparent on bar¬ 
rier islands as dangerous rip 
currents hit beaches and 
seawater flowed over a 
state highway. 

For many people, the chal¬ 
lenge could be finding a 


safe refuge: If Florence 
slows to a crawl just off the 
coast, it could bring tor¬ 
rential rains to the Appa¬ 
lachian mountains and as 
far away as West Virginia, 
causing flash floods, mud¬ 
slides and other dangerous 
conditions.

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Trump administration orders closure of Palestinian office

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Trump administration or¬ 
dered the closure of the 
Palestinian diplomatic 
mission in Washington on 
Monday and threatened 
sanctions against the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court 
if it pursues investigations 
against the U.S., Israel, or 
other allies. The moves are 
likely to harden Palestinian 
resistance to the U.S. role as 
a peace broker. 

The administration cited 
the refusal of Palestinian 
leaders to enter into peace 
talks with Israel as the rea¬ 
son for closing the Palestin¬ 
ian Liberation Organization 
office, although the U.S. 
has yet to present its plan 
to resolve the Israel-Pales- 
tinian conflict. The Palestin¬ 
ians accused the adminis¬ 
tration of dismantling de¬ 
cades of U.S. engagement 
with them. 

Shortly after the State De¬ 
partment announcement. 
President Donald Trump's 
national security adviser, 
John Bolton, launched 
a broadside against The 


Hague-based International 
Criminal Court. Bolton de¬ 
clared that the ICC "is al¬ 
ready dead" to the U.S. He 
also threatened the court 
and its staff with sanctions 
if it proceeds with investi¬ 
gations into alleged war 
crimes by American troops 
in Afghanistan. 

The closure of the PLO of¬ 


fice — the latest in a series 
of moves targeting the Pal¬ 
estinians — was centered 
on the fact that no "direct 
and meaningful negotia¬ 
tions with Israel" are under¬ 
way despite previous warn¬ 
ings, the State Department 
said. It said the decision 
was also in line with U.S. 
law, a reflection of con¬ 
gressional concerns and 
consistent with U.S. policy 
to oppose and punish Pal¬ 
estinian attempts to bring 
Israel before the ICC. 

The administration had 
told the Palestinians last 
year that closure was a dis¬ 
tinct possibility unless they 
agreed to sit to down with 
the Israelis. 

It has yet to release its own 
much-vaunted but largely 
unknown peace plan al¬ 
though it said it still intends 
to do so. 

Instead of heeding the 
warning to resume talks, 
"PLO leadership has con¬ 
demned a U.S. peace plan 
they have not yet seen and 
refused to engage with 
the U.S. government with 
respect to peace efforts 
and otherwise," State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman 
Heather Nauert said in a 
statement. "As such, and 
reflecting congressional 
concerns, the administra¬ 
tion has decided that the 
PLO office in Washington 
will close at this point." 
Bolton followed up in his 
address to The Federalist 


Society, a conservative, 
Washington-based think 
tank. 

"The Trump administration 
will not keep the office 
open when the Palestin¬ 
ians refuse to take steps to 
start direct and meaning¬ 
ful negotiations with Israel," 
he said. "The United States 
supports a direct and ro¬ 
bust peace process, and 
we will not allow the ICC, 
or any other organization, 
to constrain Israel's right to 
self-defense." 

Palestinian official Saeb 
Erekat said the move was 
"yet another affirmation of 
the Trump administration's 
policy to collectively punish 
the Palestinian people, in¬ 
cluding by cutting financial 
support for humanitarian 
services including health 
and education." 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization, commonly 
known as the PLO, formally 
represents all Palestinians. 
Although the U.S. does not 
recognize Palestinian state¬ 
hood, the PLO has main¬ 
tained in Washington a 
general delegation office 
that facilitates Palestinian 
officials' interactions with 
the U.S. government. 

The closure was just the lat¬ 
est move the administra¬ 
tion has taken against the 
Palestinians and in favor of 
Israel. 

Just last month, it can¬ 
celed more than $200 mil¬ 
lion in aid for projects in the 


West Bank and Gaza as 
well as the remainder of its 
planned assistance for the 
U.N. agency that helps Pal¬ 
estinian refugees around 
the Middle East. Over the 
weekend, it announced it 
would cut $25 million in as¬ 
sistance for hospitals in east 
Jerusalem that provide 
critical care to Palestinian 
patients. 

Trump recognized Jerusa¬ 
lem as Israel's capital and 
moved the U.S. Embassy 
there, from Tel Aviv, in May. 
That led Palestinian Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas to 
break off contact with U.S. 
officials for what he called 
pro-Israel bias, and the 
opening of the new em¬ 
bassy was met with large 
Palestinian protests in which 
dozens were killed. 

"The United States contin¬ 
ues to believe that direct 
negotiations between the 
two parties are the only 
way forward," spokeswom¬ 
an Nauert said in her state¬ 
ment. "This action should 
not be exploited by those 
who seek to act as spoilers 
to distract from the impera¬ 
tive of reaching a peace 
agreement." 

As for the ICC, Bolton ques¬ 
tioned the legitimacy of 
the court and warned that 
the U.S. would thwart any 
attempt by its prosecutors 
to open investigations into 
Americans for alleged war 
crimes and other abuses in 
conflicts in Afghanistan or 
elsewhere. Bolton, a lead¬ 
ing critic of the ICC said the 
Trump administration would 
impose sanctions on the 
court and take other mea¬ 
sures to hamper its ability to 
function should it proceed 
with such probes. 

"The United States will use 
any means necessary to 
protect our citizens and 
those of our allies from un¬ 
just prosecution by this ille¬ 
gitimate court," Bolton said. 
"We will not cooperate with 
the ICC. We will provide no 
assistance to the ICC. We 
will not join the ICC. We will 
let the ICC die on its own. 
After all, for all intents and 
purposes, the ICC is al¬ 
ready dead to us." 

Bolton said the U.S. would 
"not sit quietly" if the ICC 
came after it, Israel or other 
U.S. allies. □

The storm's potential path 
also includes half a dozen 
nuclear power plants, 
pits holding coal-ash and 
other industrial waste, 
and numerous hog farms 
that store animal waste in 
massive open-air lagoons. 
Airlines, including American 
and Southwest, have 
started letting passengers 
change travel plans 
that take them into the 
hurricane's possible path. 
National Hurricane Center 
Director Ken Graham 
warned that Florence was 
forecast to linger over the 
Carolinas once it reaches 
shore. People living well 
inland should prepare to 
lose power and endure 
flooding and other hazards, 
he warned. 

"It's not just the coast," 
Graham said. "When you 
stall a system like this and 
it moves real slow, some 
of that rainfall can extend 
well away from the center." 
A warm ocean is the fuel 
that powers hurricanes, 
and Florence will be 
moving over waters where 
temperatures are peaking 
near85 degrees (30 Celsius), 
hurricane specialist Eric 
Blake wrote. And with little 
wind shear to pull the storm 
apart, Florence's hurricane 
wind field was expected to 
expand over the coming 
days, increasing its storm 
surge and inland wind 
threats. 

By 5 p.m. Monday, Florence 
was centered about 1,170 
miles (1,880 kilometers) 
east-southeast of Cape 
Fear, North Carolina, and 
moving west at 13 mph (20 
kph). Its center will move 
between Bermuda and the 
Bahamas on Tuesday and 
Wednesday and approach 
the coast of South Carolina 
or North Carolina on 
Thursday, the National 
Hurricane Center said. 

Two other storms were 
spinning in the Atlantic. 
Hurricane Isaac was 


expected to lose 
strength as it reaches the 
Caribbean, and Helene, 
much farther out to sea, 
may veer northward into 
the open ocean as the 
2018 hurricane season 
reaches its peak. 

In the Pacific, Hurricane 
Olivia triggered warnings for 
multiple Hawaiian islands 
as it blew west toward an 
arrival over the state as 
soon as late Tuesday or 
early Wednesday. 
Preparations for Florence 
were intensifying up 
and down the densely 
populated coast. Since 
reliable record-keeping 
began more than 150 
years ago. North Carolina 
has been hit by only one 
Category 4 hurricane: 
Hazel, with 130 mph winds, 
in 1954. 

The parking lot has been 
full for three days at the 
Ace Hardware store in 
coastal Calabash, North 
Carolina, where manager 
Tom Roberts said he sold 
150 gas cans in two hours 
Monday, along with 
generators, plywood, rope, 
manual can openers, sand 
bags and a plethora of 
other items. 

"I've been doing this since 
1983," Roberts said as he 
completed an order for 
another 18-wheeler full of 
supplies. "This is the craziest 
one." 

Many newcomers have 
moved to the coast in the 
nearly 19 years since the 
last strong hurricane — 
Floyd — threatened the 
area. Roberts said he's 
telling them to get out of 
town. 

"I'm telling them to go inland, 
but I'm worried about the 
rain and tornadoes too," 
Roberts said. 

Several meteorologists said 
Florence could do what 
Hurricane Harvey did last 
year over Texas, dumping 
days of rain, although not 
quite as bad. 

"I think this is very Harvey- 
esque," said University of 


Miami hurricane expert 
Brian McNoldy. "Normally, a 
landfalling tropical cyclone 
just keeps on going inland, 
gradually dissipating 

and raining itself out. But 
on rare occasions, the 
steering patterns can line 
up such that a storm slips 
into a dead zone between 
troughs and ridges." 

On North Carolina's Outer 
Banks, Dawn Farrow Taylor, 
50, was gathering photos 
and important documents 
and filling prescriptions 
Monday before heading 
inland. She grew up on 
the island chain, and says 
this will be only the second 
time she's evacuated. 

"I don't think many of us 
have ever been through a 
Category 4. And out here 
we're so fragile. We're just 
a strip of land — we're a 
barrier island," she said. 

In the village of Buxton, Liz 
Browning Fox plans to ride 
the storm out in her house 
on top of a ridge. She 
believes her home, built in 
2009, will be secure, but it's 
hard to foresee all potential 


hazards. 

"You never know, there 
could be tree missiles 
coming from any direction," 
she said. 'There is no way to 
be completely safe." 

In announcing his 
evacuation order, 

South Carolina Gov. 
Henry McMaster said an 
estimated 1 million people 
would be fleeing the 
coast. Eastbound lanes of 
Interstate 26 heading into 
Charleston and U.S. 501 


heading into Myrtle Beach 
will be reversed when the 
order takes effect. 

An evacuation order 
from Virginia Gov. Ralph 
Northam applies to about 
245,000 people, including 
parts of the Hampton 
Roads area and Eastern 
Shore. 

North Carolina Gov. Roy 
Cooper said his state was 
"in the bullseye" of the storm 
and urged people to "get 
ready now.'Q 
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High stakes as 2-month sprint to Election Day begins

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con¬ 
trol of Congress and the 
future of Donald Trump's 
presidency are on the line 
as the primary season clos¬ 
es this week, jump-starting 
a two-month sprint to Elec¬ 
tion Day that will test Dem¬ 
ocrats' ability to harness 
opposition to Trump and 
determine whether the Re¬ 
publican president can get 
his supporters to the polls. 
For both parties, the stakes 
are exceedingly high. 

After crushing defeats in 
2016, Democrats open the 
fall campaign brimming 
with confidence about 
their prospects for retaking 
the House, which would 
give them power to open 
a wide swath of investiga¬ 
tions into Trump or even 
launch impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings. The outcome 
of the election, which fea¬ 
tures a record number of 
Democratic female and 
minority candidates, will 
also help shape the party’s 
direction heading into the 
2020 presidential race. 
Republicans have spent 
the primary season anx¬ 
iously watching suburban 
voters, particularly women, 
peel away because of their 
disdain for Trump. The shift 
seems likely to cost the par¬ 
ty in several key congressio¬ 
nal races. Still, party leaders 
are optimistic that Repub¬ 
licans can keep control of 
the Senate, which could 
help insulate Trump from a 
raft of Democratic investi¬ 
gations. 

History is not on Trump's 
side. The president's party 
typically suffers big losses 
in the first midterm elec¬ 
tion after taking office. And 
despite a strong economy, 
Republicans must also con¬ 
tend with the president's 
sagging approval rating 
and the constant swirl of 
controversy hanging over 
the White House, includ¬ 
ing special counsel Robert 
Mueller's ongoing probe 
into Russian election in¬ 
terference and possible 
obstruction of justice by 
Trump. 

Despite those headwinds, 
Trump is betting on himself 
this fall. He's thrust himself 


into the center of the cam¬ 
paign and believes he can 
ramp up turnout among 
his ardent supporters and 
offset a wave of Demo¬ 


cratic enthusiasm. Aides 
say he'll spend much of the 
fall holding rallies in swing 
states. 

"The great unknown is 
whether the president can 
mobilize his base to meet 
the enthusiasm gap that 
is clearly presented at this 
point," said Josh Holmes, 
a longtime adviser to Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell. "Because the 
middle won't be there for 
Republicans." 

Indeed, Trump's turbulent 
summer appears to have 
put many moderates and 
independents out of reach 
for Republican candidates, 
according to GOP officials. 
One internal GOP poll ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press showed Trump's ap¬ 
proval rating among inde¬ 
pendents in congressio¬ 
nal battleground districts 
dropped 10 points be¬ 
tween June and August. 

A GOP official who over¬ 
saw the survey attributed 
the drop to negative views 
of Trump's meeting with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin and the White House's 
policy of separating im¬ 
migrant children from their 
parents at the U.S.-Mexico 
border. The official was not 
authorized to discuss the in¬ 


ternal polling publicly and 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

Those declines put several 
incumbent GOP lawmak¬ 


ers at risk, including Virginia 
Rep. Barbara Comstock, 
who represents a district 
in the Washington sub¬ 
urbs, and Rep. Erik Paulsen, 
whose suburban Minneap¬ 
olis district has been in Re¬ 
publican hands since 1961. 
Democrats need a net gain 
of 23 seats to take control 
of the House. Operatives 
in both parties believe at 
least 40 seats will be com¬ 
petitive in November. 

Corry Bliss, who runs a super 
PAC aligned with House 
Speaker Paul Ryan, ac¬ 
knowledged a "tough en¬ 
vironment" for Republicans 
that could quickly become 
too difficult for some in¬ 
cumbents to overcome. 
"Incumbents who wake up 
down in the beginning of 
October are not going to 
be able to fix it in this en¬ 
vironment," Bliss said. "But 
incumbents who go on the 
offense early can and will 
win." 

Democratic incumbents 
had a similar wakeup call 
during the primaries after 
New York Rep. Joe Crow¬ 
ley, who held a power¬ 
ful leadership position in 
Congress, stunningly lost to 
28-year-old first-time can¬ 
didate Alexandria Oca- 
sio-Cortez. She's among 


several younger minority 
candidates who defeated 
older, more established op¬ 
ponents, signaling a desire 
among many Democratic 


voters for generational 
change. 

The result is a Democratic 
field with more women and 
minorities on the general- 
election ballot than ever 
before, several of whom 
are poised to make history 
if elected. Ayanna Press- 
ley, who defeated 10-term 
Rep. Michael Capuano in 
a primary last week and is 
unopposed in the general 
election, will be the first 
black woman to represent 
Massachusetts in Congress. 
Rashida Talib of Michigan 
is on track to become the 
first Muslim woman in Con¬ 
gress. And Stacey Abrams 
in Georgia and Andrew 
Gillum in Florida would be 
their states' first black gov¬ 
ernors if elected this fall. 
Crowley said the wave that 
led to his own defeat will 
have long-term benefits 
for the Democratic Party 
if it motivates more young 
people and minorities to 
vote. 

"Look at the positives for 
the country in terms of en¬ 
gagement and the activity 
that it's causing and fervor 
that is forming," Crowley 
said. 

Indeed, turnout for Demo¬ 
crats has been high in a 
series of special elections 


that preceded the No¬ 
vember contest. Nearly 60 
Democratic challengers 
outraised House Republi¬ 
cans in the second quarter 
of 2018. And of the 10 Sen¬ 
ate Democrats running for 
re-election in states Trump 
carried two years ago, only 
Florida Sen. Bill Nelson has 
been outraised by his Re¬ 
publican opponent. 

"We've got real wind at our 
back," said Tom Perez, the 
chairman of the Demo¬ 
cratic National Committee. 
"The breadth and depth of 
the map is remarkable." 
Despite Democrats' opti¬ 
mism heading into the fall, 
party officials concede 
that taking back control 
of the Senate may not be 
realistic. Unlike the com¬ 
petitive House races, which 
are being fought in terri¬ 
tory that is increasingly fa¬ 
vorable to Democrats, the 
most competitive Senate 
contests are in states Trump 
won — often decisively. 
Democratic operatives are 
increasingly worried about 
Sen. Heidi Heitkamp's ability 
to hang on in North Dako¬ 
ta, a state Trump won by 36 
points and visited on Friday. 
Democratic incumbents 
also face more conserva¬ 
tive electorates in Missouri, 
Indiana and Montana. 

Still, Democrats believe 
that if momentum builds 
through the fall and Trump's 
approval rating sinks further, 
the party could not only 
hold onto its current Senate 
seats but also add wins in 
territory that has long been 
out of reach, including Ten¬ 
nessee and Texas, where 
Rep. Beto O'Rourke is giving 
Republican Sen. Ted Cruz a 
surprising re-election fight. 
"There’s engagement and 
momentum like I haven't 
seen since the Ann Rich¬ 
ards days," said Texas Dem¬ 
ocratic Chairman Gilberto 
Hinojosa, referring to the 
state's Democratic gover¬ 
nor in the early 1990s. 

While most of the attention 
is on the battle for Con¬ 
gress, competition for the 
Democratic presidential 
nomination in 2020 is heat¬ 
ing up. New Jersey Sen. 
Cory Booker is scheduled 
to headline the marquee 
fall banquet for Iowa Dem¬ 
ocrats next month. □

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— California has set a goal 
of phasing out electric¬ 
ity produced by fossil fuels 
by 2045 under legislation 
signed Monday by Gov. 
Jerry Brown. 

Brown, who has positioned 
California as a global lead¬ 
er in the effort to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
approved the measure as 
he prepares to host a sum¬ 
mit in San Francisco of cli¬ 
mate change leaders from 
around the world starting 
Wednesday. 

The renewable energy 
measure would require Cal¬ 
ifornia’s utilities to generate 
60 percent of their energy 
from wind, solar and other 
specific renewable sources 
by 2030. That’s 10 percent 
higher than the current 
mandate. 


The goal would then be to 
use only carbon-free sourc¬ 
es to generate electricity 
by 2045. It's merely a goal, 
with no mandate or pen¬ 
alty for falling short. 

“It's not going to be easy 
and will not be immedi¬ 
ate, but it must be done," 
Brown said. “California is 
committed to doing what¬ 
ever is necessary to meet 
the existential threat of cli¬ 
mate change.” 

Phasing out fossil fu¬ 
els would be a massive 
change in the energy grid. 
Utilities rely on natural gas 
plants to meet demand 
when renewables fall short, 
particularly in the early 
evening when the sun sets 
and people turn on their 
air conditioners as they get 
home from work. 

Utilities are already dealing 
with an abundance of solar 
energy during peak times.

which must be offloaded 
to other states when there’s 
not enough demand local¬ 
ly for the power. 
Renewable energy experts 
have looked to batteries 
that can store solar energy 
generated in the afternoon 
as one solution, but the 
technology is not ready for 
wide-scale deployment.

FALLS CHURCH, Va. (AP) 

— Attorney General Jeff 
Sessions told a group of 
new immigration judges 
Monday they have an ob¬ 
ligation to decide cases 
efficiently in a system be¬ 
sieged by ballooning dock¬ 
ets and lengthy backlogs. 
Speaking to the group of 44 
new judges — the largest 
class of immigration judges 
in U.S. history — Sessions 
told them they must keep 
"our federal laws function¬ 
ing effectively, fairly, and 
consistently." 

The attorney general has 
pushed for faster rulings in 
immigration cases and is¬ 
sued directives preventing 
judges from administrative¬ 
ly closing cases, which has 
reignited a debate about 
the independence of im¬ 
migration judges, who work 
for the Justice Department 
and are not part of the ju¬ 
dicial branch. 

Earlier this year, the Justice 
Department sent a memo 
to immigration judges tell¬ 
ing them they would need 
to clear at least 700 cases 
a year in order to receive a 


"satisfactory" rating on their 
performance evaluations. 
On Monday, the attorney 
general also reiterated the 
Trump administration's plan 
to increase the number of 
immigration judges by 50 
percent compared to the 
number of judges when 
Trump took office last year. 


James McHenry, the direc¬ 
tor of the Justice Depart¬ 
ment's Executive Office for 
Immigration Review, said 
the department would 
"keep hiring until we run out 
of space or money." 
Sessions cautioned the ju¬ 
rists will face challenges be¬ 
cause "we have a lot to do 


right now." 

"As you take on this criti¬ 
cally important role, I hope 
that you will be imagina¬ 
tive and inventive in order 
to manage a high-volume 
caseload," he said. "I do 
not apologize for expect¬ 
ing you to perform, at a 
high level, efficiently and 


effectively." 

Sessions said the system 
for seeking asylum in the 
U.S. has been "abused for 
years" and while the judg¬ 
es must respect the rights 
of immigrants they should 
also "reject unjustified and 
sometimes blatantly fake 
claims." 

Sessions also defended the 
government’s "zero toler¬ 
ance" policy to prosecute 
people illegally crossing the 
U.S.-Mexico border, which 
he said will deter others 
from doing the same. 

"Our U.S. Attorneys are pros¬ 
ecuting over 90 percent of 
those cases referred to us. 
It’s a two to threefold in¬ 
crease - and it has some 
deterrent effect," he said. 
The U.S. government sepa¬ 
rated more than 2,500 chil¬ 
dren from their parents this 
year as the Trump admin¬ 
istration adopted a "zero- 
tolerance" policy on ille¬ 
gal immigration. On June 
20, Trump reversed course 
amid an international out¬ 
cry and said families should 
remain together. As of last 
week, more than 300 par¬ 
ents remained separated 
from their children. □ 
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California says gangs stole 
$1 million by credit card fraud

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— More than 30 purport¬ 
ed street gang members 
have been charged with 
stealing more than $1 mil¬ 
lion in what authorities said 
Monday was an unusually 
sophisticated credit card 
fraud scheme. 

Members and associates of 
the BullyBoys and the CoCo 
Boys street gangs based 
in the suburbs east of San 


Francisco defrauded hun¬ 
dreds of victims by break¬ 
ing into dozens of medical 
and dental offices to steal 
credit card terminals and 
patient records, said state 
Attorney General Xavier 
Becerra and police chiefs 
from three cities. 

The 32 alleged gang mem¬ 
bers used the stolen termi¬ 
nals to process credit card 
returns, downloading them 
to debit cards, according 
to the 240-count indict¬ 


ment. 

"It is easier today and it is 
more rewarding today to 
engage in identity theft 
and financial fraud than 
it is to go out there on the 
street and commit physi¬ 
cal, violent crime," Becerra 
said. 

"It pays more at lower risk," 
though he alleged the 
gangs used the money to 
fund other illegal activities 
that are not included in the 
indictment. a 
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Tribes: Trump illegally approved 


oil pipeline from Canada

BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) — 

Native American tribes in 
Montana and South Da¬ 
kota sued the Trump ad¬ 
ministration on Monday, 
claiming that approval of 
the Keystone XL oil pipeline 
did not adequately ana¬ 
lyze potential damage to 
cultural sites from spills and 
during construction. 
Attorneys for the Fort 
Belknap and Rosebud 
Sioux tribes asked a federal 
court in Great Falls, Mon¬ 
tana, to rescind the line's 
permit issued by the U.S. 
State Department. 

The tribes argue President 
Donald Trump ignored the 
rights of tribes when he re¬ 
versed a prior decision by 
President Barack Obama 
and approved the project 
last year. 

The $8 billion TransCana- 
da Corp. pipeline would 
carry up to 830,000 bar¬ 
rels (35 million gallons) of 
crude daily along a 1,184- 
mile (1,900-kilometer) route 
from Canada to Nebraska. 
It would pass through the 
ancestral homelands of 
the Rosebud Sioux in cen¬ 
tral South Dakota and the 
Fort Belknap Indian Reser¬ 
vation in northcentral Mon¬ 
tana. Fort Belknap is home 
to the Gros Ventre and As- 
siniboine Tribes. 

"All historical, cultural, and 
spiritual places and sites of 
significance in the path of 
the Pipeline are at risk of 
destruction," attorneys for 
the tribe's wrote in the law¬ 
suit. 

They also said a spill from 
the line could damage a 
South Dakota water sup¬ 
ply system that serves more 
than 51,000 people includ¬ 
ing on the Rosebud, Pine 
Ridge and Lower Brule In¬ 


dian Reservations. A sepa¬ 
rate TransCanada pipeline 
suffered a spill last year that 
released almost 10,000 bar¬ 
rels (407,000 gallons) of oil 
near Amherst, South Da¬ 
kota. 

State Department repre¬ 
sentatives did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to requests 
for comment. 

The agency is involved in 
the pipeline because it 
would cross the U.S.-Cana- 
dian border. 

Calgary-based TransCan¬ 
ada does not comment 
on litigation and was not 
named as a party in the 
case. 

In August, U.S. District Judge 
Brian Morris ordered the 
State Department to con¬ 
duct a more thorough re¬ 
view of Keystone XL's path 
through Nebraska. The 
move came in response to 
litigation from environmen¬ 
talists and after state regu¬ 
lators changed the route.In 
yet another lawsuit involv¬ 
ing the line, the American 
Civil Liberties Union and its 
Montana affiliate sued the 
U.S. government last week 
for the release of details 
related to preparations 
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for anticipated protests 
against the line. 

The groups cited confron¬ 
tations between law en¬ 
forcement and protesters, 
including many Native 
Americans, which turned 
violent during construc¬ 
tion of the Dakota Access 
Pipeline through South 
Dakota.Q

GENEVA (AP) — The new 

U.N. human rights chief, 
Michelle Bachelet, on Mon¬ 
day announced plans to 
send teams to Italy and 
Austria to examine the 
treatment of migrants, 
drawing a quick retort from 
Vienna and Rome after her 
first big appearance in the 
job. 

Both governments take a 
hard line on migration. The 
rebuttals from two key Eu¬ 
rope Union states — Austria 
now holds the rotating EU 
presidency — suggested 
Bachelet is already ruffling 
governmental feathers af¬ 
ter becoming High Com¬ 
missioner for Human Rights 
on Sept. 1. 

A former Chilean president 
who was once a political 
detainee herself, Bach¬ 
elet said that "prioritizing 
the return of migrants from 
Europe, without ensuring 
that key international hu¬ 
man rights obligations are 
upheld, cannot be con¬ 
sidered a protection re¬ 
sponse." 

Bachelet said her office ex¬ 
pects to dispatch a team 
to Austria to "assess recent 
developments in this area," 
and also send staff to Italy 


to "assess the reported 
sharp increase in acts of vi¬ 
olence and racism against 
migrants, persons of African 
descent and Roma." 

She didn't say when either 
team would travel, or give 
other details in a written 
statement to the U.N. Hu¬ 
man Rights Council, posted 
on her office's website , in 
which she also called on 
the European Union to set 
up a dedicated search 
and rescue operation for 


people crossing the Medi¬ 
terranean Sea. She didn't 
mention sending teams to 
Austria and Italy in shorter 
oral remarks to the council 
in Geneva. 

On Facebook, Italian For¬ 
eign Minister Matteo Sal- 
vini insisted that his country 
has been largely forced 
to manage an influx of 
refugees and migrants 
to Europe on its own and 
suggested — like Austria's 
leader — that the United 


Nations should focus its at¬ 
tention elsewhere. 

"Before carrying out checks 
on Italy, the U.N. should in¬ 
vestigate its own member 
states that ignore basic 
rights such as freedom and 
parity between men and 
women," he wrote. 

"Italy in the last years has 
accepted 700,000 immi¬ 
grants, many of them clan¬ 
destine, and has never re¬ 
ceived the collaboration of 
other European countries," 


he added. "We therefore 
do not accept lessons from 
anyone, let alone from the 
U.N." 

Austrian Chancellor Se¬ 
bastian Kurz said that he 
welcomed Bachelet's an¬ 
nouncement as offering an 
"opportunity to rectify prej¬ 
udices and deliberate false 
information about Austria," 
the Austria Press Agency 
reported. 

Kurz said in a statement 
that "living conditions for 
migrants" in Austria are 
among the best in the 
world and added that Aus¬ 
tria had taken in some of 
the highest numbers of mi¬ 
grants per capita in Europe. 
"We hope that, after this 
examination, the U.N. will 
again have time and re¬ 
sources to dedicate to 
those countries where tor¬ 
ture and the death penalty 
are on the agenda and 
the freedom of opinion, the 
press, assembly and reli¬ 
gion are trampled on," Kurz 
said. 

The conservative leader 
added that the check was 
ordered by a "former social¬ 
ist politician and member of 
the Socialist International." 
Bachelet served two terms 
as Chile's president, the last 
of which ended earlier this 
year.Q 


EU's chief Brexit negotiator says deal possible by November

BLED, Slovenia (AP) — The 

European Union's chief 
Brexit negotiator was cau¬ 
tiously optimistic Monday 
about the prospects of a 
deal with Britain by early 
November, in comments 
that triggered a big rally in 
the value of the pound. 

At a conference in the Al¬ 
pine lake resort of Bled in 
northwestern Slovenia, Mi¬ 
chel Barnier said a Brexit 
deal was "not far" and that 
some 80 percent of the 
withdrawal agreement 
had been agreed. 

Though Britain is due to 
leave the EU on March 
29, 2019, an agreement 
will have to be reached 
months before hand in or¬ 
der to get the necessary 
ratifications though such 


places as the British Parlia¬ 
ment and the European 
Parliament. 

Being "realistic," Barnier 
said a Brexit deal can be 
reached within six or eight 
weeks and by early No¬ 
vember. 

"I think it's possible," Barnier 
said at a panel dubbed 
'Bridging the Divide.' 

His comments helped the 
pound push back above 
$1.30. In late afternoon 
trading, the pound was 0.9 
percent higher at $1.3030. 
"Clearly there is a feeling 
that a lot of Brexit pessimism 
and no deal risk has been 
priced in which is why we're 
in a state of such sensitivity 
to any reports that indicate 
a breakthrough will come," 
said Craig Erlam, senior 
market analyst at London- 
based financial trading firm

Though Barnier sounded 
relatively optimistic about 
the prospects of a deal, he 
acknowledged that tough 
issues remain not least over 
the border between EU 
member Ireland and North¬ 


ern Ireland. That's been one 
of the thorniest issues in the 
Brexit negotiations. 

Barnier refused to com¬ 
ment on the divisions in the 
governing British Conserva¬ 
tive Party over Brexit. 

"This debate is very intense. 


it is very stimulating, but I 
don't want to be involved," 
he said. A proposal ham¬ 
mered out by May's Cabi¬ 
net in July at the prime min¬ 
ister's Chequers country re¬ 
treat proposes keeping the 
U.K. aligned to EU regula¬ 
tions in return for free trade 
in goods. The plan has in¬ 
furiated Brexit-backers in 
Britain who have insisted it 
is bad for the country. 
Former British Foreign Sec¬ 
retary Boris Johnson has 
compared May's plan to 
putting the country’s con¬ 
stitution in a "suicide vest" 
and handing the detona¬ 
tor to the EU. 

"Brexit is a negative nego¬ 
tiation, unfortunately. There 
is no winner. It is a lose-lose 
game," Barnier insisted.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Swe¬ 
den has become the latest 
European country to have 
its political order shaken by 
a backlash against large- 
scale immigration, with vot¬ 
ers giving a boost to a far- 
right party and weakening 
the more established ones. 
Sunday's election left the 
two rival blocs — a center- 
left group and a center- 
right alliance — with rough¬ 
ly 40 percent of the vote 
each, portending what is 
likely to be weeks of uncer¬ 
tainty and complex coali¬ 
tion talks before a new gov¬ 
ernment can be formed. 
The Sweden Democrats, 
which has roots in a neo- 
Nazi movement but has 
worked to soften its im¬ 
age, won 17.6 percent, up 
from 13 percent in 2014, 
for a third-place finish. 
That showing is not strong 
enough for it to lead a gov¬ 
ernment, but it reflects how 
deeply that Sweden, fa¬ 
mous for its progressive pol¬ 
icies, is being transformed 
by migration. 

The country that is home to 
the Nobel prizes and mili¬ 
tarily neutral policies for the 
better part of two centu¬ 
ries has been known for its 
comparatively open doors 
to migrants and refugees. 
Sunday's general election 
was the first since Swe¬ 
den, with a population of 
10 million, took in a record 
163,000 migrants in 2015 — 
the highest per capita of 
any European country. 

That had followed the ear¬ 
lier arrival of hundreds of 
thousands of asylum seek¬ 
ers. 


Since 2015, the center-left 
government has sharply 
restricted immigration, but 
many Swedes complain 
that society cannot cope 
with integrating so many 
newcomers, many of them 
Muslims from Africa and the 
Middle East. 

The growing strength of the 
Sweden Democrats also re¬ 
flects how old taboos are 
collapsing. 

Only a few years ago. 
Swedes would be shunned 
as racist for suggesting the 
country had limits on how 
many migrants it should 
take, or for expressing the 
view that it is hard to inte¬ 
grate Africans and Arabs. 
But people increasingly are 
expressing such ideas more 
freely — adding to the sup¬ 


port for the party. 

While the result is a boost 
for the Sweden Democrats, 
the party fell short of pre¬ 
election predictions. 

The Expressen tabloid said in 
editorial that "it all pointed 
at the Sweden Democrats 
taking over the position as 
Sweden's second-biggest 
party. But the expected ... 
bang didn't happen." 

The election came after 
populist and anti-migrant 
parties made significant 
political gains in Germa¬ 
ny, Austria and Italy since 
2015 — the other countries 
that have shouldered the 
heaviest burden of accom¬ 
modating those fleeing 
war and conflict or simply 
searching for a better life 
elsewhere. 


Sweden also gained inter¬ 
national scrutiny after U.S. 
President Donald Trump 
portrayed the country as 
place where multicultural- 
ism has brought crime and 
insecurity. 

In early 2017, Trump 
claimed that a terrorist at¬ 
tack had happened the 
previous night in Sweden. 
The night, in fact, had been 
quiet, but Trump had seen 
a Fox News report about 
crime by immigrants in Swe¬ 
den. He has insisted that he 
is still right about the gen¬ 
eral picture of the country 
as one where large-scale 
migration has brought se¬ 
curity threats. 

That narrative of Sweden 
as a failed multicultural ex¬ 
periment is also pushed by 


some on the right in Europe. 
While some Swedes say 
there is some truth to that, 
others feel it is too exagger¬ 
ated and ignores the fact 
that Sweden is a place with 
a strong economy where 
many things work very well. 
Both the left-leaning bloc 
led by the Social Demo¬ 
crats and the center-right 
bloc, in which the Moder¬ 
ates is the largest of four 
parties, have said they 
would refuse to consider 
the Sweden Democrats as 
a coalition partner. 

Prime Minister Stefan 
Lofven, who brought the 
Social Democrats to power 
in 2014, said he intended to 
remain in the job. His party 
emerged with the great¬ 
est share of the vote — 
28.4 percent as the count 
neared completion — yet 
is looking at holding fewer 
seats in parliament than 
four years ago. 

Lofven told his supporters 
the election presented "a 
situation that all respon¬ 
sible parties must deal 
with," adding that "a party 
with roots in Nazism" would 
"never ever offer anything 
responsible but hatred." 
"We have a moral respon¬ 
sibility. We must gather all 
forces for good. We won't 
mourn, we will organize 
ourselves," he said. □

BENGHAZI, Libya (AP) — Se¬ 
curity forces loyal to Libya's 
U.N.-backed government 
on Monday stormed the 
headquarters of the coun¬ 
try's national oil company 
in the capital Tripoli shortly 
after gunmen invaded the 
building, shooting random¬ 
ly, setting off explosions 
and taking hostages, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The Health Ministry said 
two people were killed 
and 10 others wounded in 
the attack. The company 
confirmed these casualty 
figures in a separate state¬ 
ment, adding that they 
were all company employ¬ 
ees. 

"There were a number of 
explosions inside the build¬ 
ing and intense shooting, 
with a number of staff tem¬ 
porarily held hostage," the 
company said. "Security 
forces arrived and liberat¬ 
ed the building and those 
inside." 

The officials said explosions 
rocked the glass-and-steel 
building soon after the 
gunmen stormed it, start¬ 
ing a fire that swiftly spread 


through the lower floors. 
Mustafa Sanallah, head 
of the Libyan National Oil 
Company, told a local tele¬ 
vision channel that the ex¬ 
plosions and an exchange 
of gunfire between the at¬ 
tackers and the building's 
security guards were be¬ 
hind the casualties. 

"The building was heavily 


damaged due to the fire. 
Smoke is everywhere," Sa¬ 
nallah said. "The gunmen 
attacked the lower floors 
with random shooting and 
explosions. It's a very violent 
attack." 

Earlier, the Interior Minister 
of the U.N.-backed gov¬ 
ernment, Brig. Gen. Abdul- 
Salam Ashour, said the at¬ 


tack was carried out by six 
gunmen. 

A statement by the Tripoli- 
based government said se¬ 
curity forces had "efficient¬ 
ly" dealt with the incident, 
"saving all employees and 
killing the terrorists," adding 
that security agencies are 
working to identify the at¬ 
tackers and "those behind 


them." The statement pro¬ 
vided no further details. 

The U.N. mission in Libya 
condemned the attack, 
describing it as "cowardly" 
and called on Libya to 
cease their "futile side con¬ 
flicts" and unite to rid their 
nation of terrorism. 

"We solemnly mourn the 
death of those martyred 
by the terrorists and wish a 
speedy recovery to those 
injured," the NOC head Sa¬ 
nallah was quoted as say¬ 
ing in the company state¬ 
ment. "We praise our staff 
for their bravery in the face 
of unbelievable violence." 
The attack, he explained, 
had no impact on the 
country's oil production or 
operations. 

Monday's attack followed 
recent fighting in Tripoli be¬ 
tween rival armed groups, 
which left at least 61 peo¬ 
ple dead. A cease-fire has 
been in place since last 
week. 

Libya slid into chaos after 
the 2011 uprising that over¬ 
threw ruler Moammar Gad- 
hafi and led to his death. 
It is now governed by rival 
authorities in Tripoli and the

Serbian president's praise of Milosevic triggers outrage

The Serbian president's 
praise of Slobodan Milose¬ 
vic as a "great" leader trig¬ 
gered outrage on Monday 
in neighboring states where 
his nationalist policies in the 
1990s caused bloodshed 
and destruction. 

In his keynote speech while 
visiting Kosovo's Serbs on 
Sunday, Aleksandar Vucic 
called for peace and rec¬ 
onciliation with Kosovo Al¬ 
banians, but also praised 
former Serbian leader Mi¬ 
losevic. 

"Milosevic was a great Ser¬ 
bian leader whose inten¬ 
tions were certainly for the 
best, but our results were 
very poor," Vucic said. "Not 
because he wanted that, 
but because our wishes 
were unrealistic, while we 
neglected and underesti¬ 
mated the interests and as¬ 
pirations of other nations." 
He also criticized the former 


Serbian pro-Western offi¬ 
cials for handing over Mi¬ 
losevic and his generals to 
the U.N. war crimes tribunal 
in The Hague, Netherlands. 
Milosevic, who died in 2006 
while on trial at the tribunal, 
is widely considered the 
most responsible politician 
in former Yugoslavia for the 
bloody breakup of the fed¬ 


eration and the death of at 
least 120,000 people in Bos¬ 
nia, Croatia and Kosovo. 
Vucic, an ultranationalist 
during the wars in the Bal¬ 
kans, was Milosevic's infor¬ 
mation minister in 1999. 
Kosovo President Hashim 
Thaci said Monday that 
praising Milosevic was "a 
provocation." 


"We heard words of peace, 
understanding and good 
neighborly relations," Thaci 
said. "But we also heard 
praise for Milosevic and his 
generals. The two things 
don't go together." 

Kosovo was a Serbian 
province when Milosevic's 
crackdown on ethnic Alba¬ 
nian separatists in 1998-99 
led to the deaths of more 
than 10,000 people. 

The conflict ended with 
NATO intervention, which 
forced Serbia to pull out of 
the province. Kosovo de¬ 
clared independence in 
2008, a move that Serbia 
doesn’t recognize. Serbia 
and Kosovo must mend ties 
to advance toward Euro¬ 
pean Union membership. 
The two sides have been 
engaged in EU-mediated 
negotiations, with Vucic 
and Thaci leading the del¬ 
egations. 

The Croatian government 
said in a statement that 


Vucic's comments were a 
"sterile provocation" which 
can't change "historic 
facts" that the country was 
a victim of Milosevic’s ex¬ 
pansionist policies. 

"If the wars waged by Slo¬ 
bodan Milosevic's regime 
represent his 'good inten¬ 
tions,' than the rebuilding 
of bridges between Serbia 
and the victims of its ag¬ 
gression will take lots of ef¬ 
fort and time," the govern¬ 
ment statement said. 
European Commission 
spokeswoman Maja Ko- 
cijancic said that recon¬ 
ciliation in the Western Bal¬ 
kans will only be possible 
if policies of the past that 
brought decades of misery 
and suffering to the region 
are rejected and over¬ 
come. 

"All partners in the region 
have a clear European per¬ 
spective and therefore are 
required to respect these 
principles," she saidO

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US policy drives Russia, China together ahead of summit

Xi is traveling to Vladivostok, 
in the Russian Far East, on 
Tuesday and Wednesday 
for an economic confer¬ 
ence where he’s expected 
to meet with Putin, while 
China joins vast Russian war 
games for the first time. 
Neither side has said what 
they’ll discuss, but Trump’s 
policies on trade and North 
Korea are topics of interest 
to both Russia and China. 
And U.S. sanctions on Rus¬ 
sia have played a role in 
driving Russia and China 
closer together. 

The setting is also symbolic 
— Vladivostok and the Rus¬ 
sian Far East are develop¬ 
ing close ties with China, in¬ 
cluding a vast new casino 
complex aimed at attract¬ 
ing Chinese high-rollers. 
“Russia is the first choice for 
Chinese tourists these days. 
First of all, people here are 
nice and warm. Secondly, 
you come here, and the 
ruble is falling, so it's prac¬ 
tical,” said local business¬ 
man Liu Xing An. 

Here is a look at key Russia- 
China issues. 

MILITARY EXERCISES 

China is sending 3,200 
troops to take part in Rus¬ 
sia's vast Vostok (East) mili¬ 
tary exercises this month. 
They're scheduled every 
four years and some previ¬ 
ous versions have modeled 


scenarios similar to a Russia- 
China conflict. 

“It sends a very strong mes¬ 
sage to China, saying that 
Russia doesn’t see China 
as an adversary or a mili¬ 
tary threat any more,” says 
analyst Alexander Gabuev, 
who follows Russia-China 
relations for the Carnegie 
Institute in Moscow. 

“It also sends a signal to 
Washington, DC, saying 
that if the U.S. continues on 
its current course by pres¬ 
suring Russia and imposing 
more sanctions, Russia will 
fall even more into the firm 
embrace of China, Amer¬ 
ica's only strategic com¬ 
petitor in the 21st century.” 
Russia's involvement in the 
war in Syria could also of¬ 
fer some lessons for China’s 
military, which last fought 
a war against Vietnam in 


1979. 

TRADE 

Russia and China have a 
growing trade relationship, 
with Russian oil, gas and 
foodstuffs moving in one di¬ 
rection, and Chinese con¬ 
sumer goods in the other. 
It’s not always clear sailing, 
though. Some big deals 
announced at previous 
summits have stuttered or 
never been realized, and 
a $9 billion deal for Chinese 
company CEFC to take a 
stake in Russian state-con- 
trolled oil company Rosneft 
collapsed in March when 
Chinese media reported 
that the head of CEFC had 
been detained by govern¬ 
ment investigators. 

U.S. policy has also driven 
Russia and China closer to¬ 
gether commercially. For 


Russian companies, China 
offers investment with much 
less risk of being affected 
by U.S. and European Union 
sanctions, though Gabuev 
says it can be “painful and 
uncomfortable” for big Rus¬ 
sian firms to negotiate with 
China as a junior partner, 
when they're used to domi¬ 
nating trade relationships 
with other neighboring 
countries. Chinese compa¬ 
nies see Russia as a supplier 
which won’t come under 
any new U.S. tariffs. 

NORTH KOREA 

Both Russia and China 
have a direct interest in the 
future of North Korea since 
they both share a border 
with the secretive nuclear¬ 
armed nation, although the 
Russia-North Korea border 
is much smaller at just 17 ki¬ 


lometers (11 miles) long. 
Trump has enlisted China’s 
help in enforcing sanctions 
on North Korea, but the U.S. 
government last month hit 
a Russian shipping compa¬ 
ny with sanctions for alleg¬ 
edly helping North Korea 
to evade sanctions on illicit 
oil deals. “There is a very 
strong chance that Putin 
and Xi will talk about North 
Korea," says Gabuev, who 
likens China and Russia’s 
differing approaches to 
North Korea to a good 
cop/bad cop approach. 
“China wanted to appear 
as helpful to the U.S. and 
was imposing a lot of (Unit¬ 
ed Nations) sanctions and 
was pretty strict by Chinese 
standards, whereas it was 
Russia that provided a lot of 
channels for (North) Korea 
to violate sanctions.” 

AREAS OF TENSION 

Russia and China tend to 
keep any disagreements 
out of the public eye, but 
some areas of their rela¬ 
tionship are more tense. 

The two countries vie for 
political influence over the 
ex-Soviet states of Central 
Asia. Turkmenistan, for ex¬ 
ample, used to sell almost 
all its natural gas to Russia — 
which could then export it 
for a healthy mark-up — but 
it now sells mostly to China. 
Chinese migrants in Russia, 
estimated to number in the 
hundreds of thousands, are 
also often on the margins 
of society and have occa¬ 
sionally been targeted by 
Russian migration officials 
who fear an “invasion" of 
the sparsely populated Far 
East regionO 
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Argentines seek soup kitchens, barter markets amid crisis

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Men wait outside 
the metal-grill door of a 
soup kitchen in a slum, hop¬ 
ing to get a small serving 
of beef and mashed po¬ 
tatoes. At a barter market 
on the capital’s outskirts, a 
woman tries to persuade 
another to exchange for 
her granddaughters’ tiny 
shoes. 

Argentines are struggling 
in crisis in what was once 
one of the world's most 
prosperous nations. Con¬ 
sumer prices are soaring, 
unemployment is high and 
the Argentine peso has 
plunged, bringing back 
haunting memories of the 
country's economic melt¬ 
down in 2001 that pushed 
millions into poverty. 

A growing number of peo¬ 
ple arrive at the “Happy 
Kids" soup kitchen in the 
Villa 1-11-14 shantytown, 
where servers try to stretch 
out steaming pots of stew 
because many more than 
expected are lining up for 
food. “The city government 
gives us money for 440 ra¬ 
tions a day, but we're be¬ 
ing forced to prepare 
smaller portions so that we 
can cover 600 rations," said 
Cintia Garcia, who runs the 
soup kitchen. 

A series of events battered 
the economy. 

First, a severe drought dam¬ 
aged crop yields in the 
world’s third-largest export¬ 
er of soybean and corn. 
The situation worsened be¬ 
ginning in the first quarter 
of 2018 as world oil prices 
increased and then inter¬ 
est rate rises in the United 
States led investors to pull 
dollars out of Argentina. 
That caused jitters among 
Argentines, who have 
stashed away dollars as 
a cushion since the 2001 
economic implosion, and a 
rush to buy scarcer dollars 
pushed the peso's value 
down. Despite several in¬ 
terest rate hikes by the Ar¬ 
gentine Central Bank, the 
peso has lost more than 
half its value in less than a 
year. 

President Mauricio Macri 
had to seek a $50 billion 
loan from the International 


Monetary Fund. Last week, 
he announced a series of 
austerity measures, includ¬ 
ing new taxes on exports 
and the elimination of sev¬ 
eral government ministries. 
He said he would allocate 
more economic aid and 
strengthen food plans for 
poor Argentines. 

With unemployment 

around 9 percent and con¬ 
sumer prices surging, some 
Argentines are again turn¬ 
ing to barter clubs, which 
first emerged during the 
collapse nearly two de¬ 
cades ago. 

The tumbling peso has 
pushed up prices for fuel 
and, in turn, transportation 
costs. That has affected 
food prices in a country 
where most grains and oth¬ 
er goods are transported in 
trucks. Inflation is expected 
to reach an annual rate of 
more than 40 percent this 
year, the Central Bank says. 
“To make doughnuts a 
month ago, I used to spend 
150 pesos (almost $4) for 
oil and seven bags of flour. 
Now it's more than 400 pe¬ 
sos,” complained Gladys 
Jimenez. Jimenez, who is 
from Paraguay, is one of 
those who rely on the “Hap¬ 


py Kids” soup kitchen in Vil¬ 
la 1-11-14, a slum crowded 
with tens of thousands of 
Argentines and immigrants 
from neighboring countries. 
The price of beef has also 
increased in one of the 
world’s top meat-con¬ 
suming countries. Nicol 
Alcocer, a teenager who 
attends an educational 
workshop where the food 
is distributed in the slum, 
said that previously she 
would eat roast every Sat¬ 
urday. “Now it's every four 
months,” she said. 

The rapid fall in the peso 
brings frequent boosts in 
the prices charged by 
vendors, leading to anger. 
Some slum dwellers re¬ 
called that when the peso 
recently fell to 40 to the dol¬ 
lar, they lined up at small 
local stores but the owners 
refused to sell to them. 

“I told my husband: ‘Let's 
go buy.' People were all 
riled up seeing that busi¬ 
nesses were closed,” said 
Martina Bilbao. “I remem¬ 
ber the looting of 2001 ... 
and I think it’s going to hap¬ 
pen again.” 

The crisis 17 years ago was 
so bad that one of every 
five Argentines was out of 


work and more than half 
of the population fell into 
poverty. The peso, which 
had been tied to the dol¬ 
lar, lost about 75 percent of 
its value. 

Banks froze deposits and 
barricaded behind sheet 
metal as thousands of pro¬ 
testers unsuccessfully tried 
to withdraw savings. More 
than 20 people died in 
protests and looting that 
swept Argentina in Decem¬ 
ber 2001 as Latin America’s 
third-largest economy un¬ 
raveled and eventually de¬ 
faulted on a debt of more 
than $100 billion. 

The current economic woes 
are far from that collapse. 
But analysts say that pov¬ 
erty, which affects about a 
third of the population, will 
rise this year, and the econ¬ 
omy will take a dive. 

Those forecasts are far from 
the promises of Macri. The 
conservative president 
took office in 2015 vowing 
that he would revive Ar¬ 
gentina’s weak economy 
and end poverty. 

Although his market-friend¬ 
ly reforms were initially 
praised by international in¬ 
vestors, who said they laid 
the groundwork for growth. 


they also brought pain to 
the country's poor and 
stoked labor unrest. 

Since taking office, he has 
laid off thousands of state 
workers and cut energy 
subsidies, sending utility 
bills and bus fares soaring. 
Macri also dropped the 
previous government’s for¬ 
eign exchange controls, 
ushering in the sharp de¬ 
valuation of the peso. 

Many of Argentina’s poor 
live in slums known as “mis¬ 
ery villages," where they 
often lack access to trans¬ 
portation, running water or 
sewage. Argentina’s north¬ 
ern regions have chroni¬ 
cally high rates of child 
malnutrition, even though 
the country remains a top 
global grain supplier. 

On a recent day, dozens of 
women gathered at a bar¬ 
ter market in the outskirts 
of Buenos Aires to trade 
everything from pants and 
cosmetics to toys, bags of 
rice and cooking oil. 
“We’ve gone back to the 
same as before. We’ve 
gone back to bartering,” 
said Lucia de Leon, who 
had a table where she of¬ 
fered to trade canned 
food and used shoes. □

Meet 25 year old Dayron 
de Cuba, a young men 
born and raised on Aruba, 
who has a love and passion 
for fishing. 


Since little, Dayron always 
went fishing with his fam¬ 
ily. It was a family tradition 
to sit by the beach or pier 
and see who caught more 
fish. Especially the small 
ones known in Aruba as 
“robeki”, gruntfish. One 
day while fishing at Malmok 
he noticed several fisher¬ 
men shouting and throwing 
their rods in the water and 
a lot of action was going 
on. Then he saw that they 


were catching real big fish. 
The different techniques 
being used by those fisher¬ 
men, the way they helped 
each other, the joy they felt 
when catching a big fish 
all that encouraged Day¬ 
ron to become more curi¬ 
ous in the fishing sport. He 
too wanted to experience 
catching big fishes and not 
only the robeki’s. 

With this desire, Dayron 
went home and did some 
research on how to fish 
with a rod, since he only 
knew how to fish the tra¬ 
ditional way, with a hand¬ 
line.

• 1 onion, diced 

• 10 fresh basil leaves, chopped 

• 4 tablespoons margarine 

• 1 /4 teaspoon annatto powder 

• freshly ground black pepper 

Directions 

In a large saucepan, boil fish in salted water for 20 minutes. Remove fish 
and flake. Saute celery, bell pepper, onion and basil leaves in marga¬ 
rine for 3 minutes, stirring. Add flaked fish and cook over low heat for 5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Stir in annatto powder and freshly ground 
pepper. 

Serve with some funchi (corn meal mush) on the side and baked plain- 
tain.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — First, 
Brad Keselowski figured out 
the secret to restarting at 
the Brickyard 400. 

Then he safely and strate¬ 
gically bumped his way 
into the lead and sped to 
the finish line. 

One year after settling for 
second in a chaotic, crash- 
marred race last year, Ke¬ 
selowski redeemed him¬ 
self by earning his second 
straight major win and fi¬ 
nally giving team owner 
Roger Penske the elusive 
Brickyard win. 

The 2010 Cup champion 
got past race leader Den¬ 
ny Hamlin on the second- 
to-last lap and beat Erik 
Jones to the finish line by 
0.904 seconds.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Big 3 

is once again 1-2-3. 

Novak Djokovic's U.S. Open 
title moved him up three 
spots to No. 3 in the ATP 
rankings Monday, behind 
Rafael Nadal and Roger 
Federer, making that trio 
the top three for the first 
time in 314 years. 

Naomi Osaka jumped 12 
places to a career-high 
No. 7 in the WTA standings 
thanks to her first Grand 
Slam title. The runner-up, 
Serena Williams, is back in 
the top 20 at No. 16, after 
being No. 26 before the 
U.S. Open — and outside 
the top 400 as recently as 
May, following the former 
No. Ts time away because 
she had a baby. 

Djokovic's rise from No. 6 
thanks to claiming his 14th 
Grand Slam title continues 
his own steady progress in 
recent months. After hav¬ 
ing elbow surgery in Febru¬ 
ary and starting the season 
6-6, he fell to No. 22 in May, 
his first time out of the top 
20 since 2006. 

But with consecutive major 
trophies at Wimbledon and 
Flushing Meadows, where 
he beat Juan Martin del 
Potro in straight sets in Sun¬ 
day's final, Djokovic returns 
to the top three after be¬ 
ing out of that range since 
June 2017. He can also 
take aim at trying to finish 
the season at No. 1, some¬ 
thing he did in 2011, 2012, 
2014 and 2015. 

"Now we can expect him 
to really challenge to be 


No. 1 by end of the year," 
said Djokovic's coach, Mar¬ 
ian Vajda. "But it's still far 
away." 

Nadal stayed at No. 1 de¬ 
spite retiring from his semifi¬ 
nal last week, and Federer 
remained No. 2 after a 
fourth-round loss in New 
York. Nadal, Federer and 
Djokovic last occupied the 
top three spots in the rank¬ 
ings in April 2015. 

They are also atop another 
important ranking: most 
career Grand Slam titles by 
a man. Federer holds the 
record of 20, followed by 
Nadal with 17, and Djokov¬ 
ic, who equaled Pete Sam¬ 
pras at 14. 

Some strong showings at 
the U.S. Open helped sev¬ 
eral men achieve career- 
best rankings, including 
Borna Coric to No. 18, Kar¬ 
en Khachanov to No. 25 
and John Millman — who 


upset Federer — to No. 37. 
Osaka's top-10 debut 
makes her the highest- 
ranked Japanese woman 
since Kimiko Date in Octo¬ 
ber 1996. 

Also marking a career-best 
ranking Monday is Caroline 
Garcia, who rose to No. 4, 
the highest for a woman 
from France since Amelie 
Mauresmo held that same 
spot in June 2007. 

Sloane Stephens, who won 
last year's U.S. Open and 
lost in the quarterfinals last 
week, dropped from No. 3 
to No. 9. 

No. 1 Simona Halep re¬ 
tained the top spot even 
though she became the 
first No. 1 seed to lose in 
the first round of the U.S. 
Open, and Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki stayed at No. 2 after 
her second-round exit. An- 
gelique Kerber went from 
No. 4 to No. 3.Q

NEWTOWN SQUARE, Pa. 
(AP) — Keegan Bradley 
had bottomed out, crash¬ 
ing from the high of winning 
the PGA Championship to 
tumbling out of the 100 in 
the world. His chances to 
represent U.S. teams in in¬ 
ternational play had dried 
up, his preferred putting 
method was banned, and 
the confidence that once 
put him on the cusp of 
greatness was shot. 

"It's scary when I look back, 
because I didn’t know I 
needed this much improve¬ 
ment," Bradley said. 

He was like a scientist in the 
lab, changing his swing, 
his putting stroke, his fun¬ 
damentals — investing in 
the work needed to get 
to where he was Monday 
on soggy Aronimink: going 
head-to-head in a sudden- 
death playoff againsf the 
new No. 1 player in the 
world, Justin Rose. 

Fora player who had to re¬ 
invent his game, the clutch 
moment didn't seem so 
scary. 

Bradley topped Rose with a 
par on the first playoff hole 
to win the rain-plagued 
BMW Championship for his 
first PGA Tour victory in six 
years. 

Bradley’s fourth career win 
meant a bit more than the 
others — yes, even the ma¬ 
jor he won in 2011 — be¬ 
cause he held more than 
a trophy and a $1.62 mil¬ 
lion check. He also got to 


give his young son Logan 
a victory toss in the air on 
the 18th green for the first 
time. Bradley, who shot a 
final round 6-under 64 to 
finish at 20-under 260, thrust 
his arms toward the gray 
sky and drizzle in celebra¬ 
tion and waved his family 
toward him. 

"I've won before, and I win 
and I finish, and I go home, 
just me," Bradley said. 
"Now, I get to go back and 
we get to have fun and 
enjoy it together. It's just a 
completely different expe¬ 
rience." 

Rose left Aronimink with a 
new reality as well. Though 
he was runner-up at the Fe¬ 
dEx Cup playoff event, he 
didn't come up short in the 


world ranking. Rose moved 
No. 1 in the world ahead 
of Dustin Johnson and be¬ 
came the 22nd player to 
reach the top spot since 
the ranking began in 1986. 
Rose could have won in 
regulation, but his 16-foot 
par putt on the final hole 
lipped out to force the 
playoff. 

He fell short again in the 
playoff, missing a 5-foot par 
putt that would have kept 
him alive. The 38-year-old 
Rose had grown to love 
suburban Philadelphia 
golf courses with wins at 
the 2010 AT&T National at 
Aronimink and the 2013 U.S. 
Open at Merion. 

He didn't get a trophy on 
this trip. But a No. 1 ranking 


will do for Rose, who and 
joins Nick Faldo, Lee West- 
wood and Luke Donald 
as the only Englishmen to 
reach the top spot. He is the 
No. 2 seed behind Bryson 
DeChambeau among the 
top 30 who advance to the 
Tour Championship start¬ 
ing Sept. 20 at East Lake in 
Atlanta, giving him a clear 
shot at the $10 million prize. 
"I'm delighted to be world 
No. 1," Rose said. "Boyhood 
dreams, you know what I 
mean?" 

Bradley also had a number 
in mind — 30. He started 
the week at No. 52 and 
needed to crack the top 30 
to be eligible for East Lake. 
"A lot has happened to me 
over these six years," Brad¬ 


ley said. "I kind of fell off the 
radar there for a little while. 
It's tough to go from being 
on Ryder Cup teams, being 
on Presidents Cup teams to 
being outside the top 100 in 
the world." 

Bradley, who birdied the 
16th and 17th holes to make 
his move, finished with his 
fourth career victory and 
first since the 2012 WGC- 
Bridgestone Invitational. He 
gets a trip to Maui to start 
next year for the winners- 
only Sentry Tournament of 
Champions. 

"I was watching the leader- 
board pretty closely. I don't 
normally," he said. "It made 
me feel calm, which is rare. 
That was good." 

Bradley had to wait nearly 
two days before chasing 
down Rose. Rain soaked 
the course on Sunday, 
canceling play and forcing 
the Monday finish. It rained 
only lightly on Monday and 
players had few complaints 
about the condition of the 
course, even if the walking 
paths became a muddy, 
soggy mess for the gallery. 
As usual, it crowded around 
Tiger Woods. 

Woods caused some more 
noise — he's been doing 
that a lot in recent months 
before the largest galleries 
at every course — and got 
within one shot of the lead 
when he birdied the par-5 
ninth to go out in 31. 

But he missed the green on 
10 and made bogey.

The Browns remain winless 
since Dec. 24, 2016, but at 
least they have a positive 
after going 0-16 last sea¬ 
son, just the second team 
to lose all 16 games. 

As Le'Veon Bell continued 
his holdout, James Conner 
filled in for the Steelers and 
scored two touchdowns 
while running for 135 yards. 
Ben Roethlisberger threw 
three interceptions in the 
first half and finished 23 of 
41 for 335 yards, throwing a 
22-yard touchdown pass in 
the fourth quarter to Anto¬ 
nio Brown. 

In his debut with Cleveland, 
Tyrod Taylor completed 15 
of 40 passes for 197 yards.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Max Pa¬ 
cioretty is heading from the 
Original Six to the Sin City.

"When you experience it for 
yourself, that was a treat to 
play, and I wish we played 
them more than once a 
year. 


"It was unbelievable," he 
added. "Everything was 
top notch. Couldn't ask for 
better music, better atmo¬ 
sphere, better fans." 
Pacioretty is also familiar 
with Golden Knights coach 
Gerard Gallant, who was

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Google case set to examine if EU data rules extend globally

LONDON (AP) — Google is 
going to Europe’s top court 
in its legal fight against an 
order requiring it to extend 
“right to be forgotten” rules 
to its search engines glob¬ 
ally. The technology giant is 
set for a showdown at the 
European Union Court of 
Justice in Luxembourg on 
Tuesday with France’s data 
privacy regulator over an 
order to remove search 
results worldwide upon re¬ 
quest. The dispute pits data 
privacy concerns against 
the public's right to know, 
while also raising thorny 
questions about how to en¬ 
force differing legal jurisdic¬ 
tions when it comes to the 
borderless internet. 

The two sides will be seek¬ 
ing clarification on a 2015 
decision by the French 
regulator requiring Google 
to remove results for all its 
search engines on request, 
and not just on European 
country sites like google.fr. 
Google declined to com¬ 
ment ahead of the hearing. 
Its general counsel, Kent 
Walker, said in a blog post 
in November that comply¬ 
ing with the order “would 


encourage other countries, 
including less democratic 
regimes, to try to impose 
their values on citizens in 
the rest of the world.” 
“These cases represent a 
serious assault on the pub¬ 
lic’s right to access lawful 
information,” he added. 

In an unusual move, the 
court has allowed a col¬ 


lection of press freedom, 
free speech and civil rights 
groups to submit their opin¬ 
ions on the case. These 
groups agree with Google 
that forcing internet com¬ 
panies to remove website 
links threatens access to in¬ 
formation and could pave 
the way for censorship by 
more authoritarian regimes

such as China, Russia and 
Saudi Arabia. 

The court’s ruling is expect¬ 
ed within months. It will be 
preceded by an opinion 
from the court’s advocate 
general. 

The case stems from a land¬ 
mark 2014 Court of Justice 
ruling that people have the 
right to control what ap¬ 


pears when their name is 
searched online. That de¬ 
cision forced Google to 
delete links to outdated or 
embarrassing personal in¬ 
formation that popped up 
in searches of their names. 
Authorities are now start¬ 
ing to worry about the risk 
that internet users can eas¬ 
ily turn to proxy servers and 
virtual private networks 
to spoof their location, al¬ 
lowing them to dig up the 
blocked search results. 
Google said in its most 
recent transparency re¬ 
port that it has received 
requests to delete about 
2.74 million web links since 
the ruling, and has deleted 
about 44 percent of them. 
Not all requests are waved 
through. In a related case 
that will also be heard 
Tuesday, the EU court will 
be asked to weigh in on 
a request by four people 
in France who want their 
search results to be purged 
of any information about 
their political beliefs and 
criminal records, without 
taking into account public 
interest. Google had re¬ 
jected their request, which 
was ultimately referred to 
the ECJ.Q 


Wildlife group: Exotic pets trade activity rises on Facebook

BANGKOK (AP) — A wild¬ 
life monitoring group says 
research it has conduct¬ 
ed since 2016 has found 
a sharp increase in the 
number of people belong¬ 
ing to Facebook groups 
in Thailand where endan¬ 
gered animals are bought 
and sold. The monitoring 
network TRAFFIC said its 
researchers found 1,521 
animals for sale online in 12 
Facebook groups in Thai¬ 
land in less than a month of 
monitoring in 2016. Follow¬ 
up research on the same 
12 groups showed that at 
least nine were still active 
in July this year, with one 
becoming secret, and their 
overall membership had 
increased to 203,445 from 
106,111. Maethinee Phas- 
saraudomsak, data and 
research officer for TRAFFIC 


in Thailand, said in an email 
Monday that the monitor¬ 
ing “shows how easy it is 
to carry out this business 
and market wildlife publicly 
while staying anonymous 
and out of reach of author¬ 
ities." A new report by the 
group shows screenshots of 
exotic animals advertised

for sale on Facebook. In 
one example, an unidenti¬ 
fied user posted a picture 
of a rare hornbill bird with 
a caption saying “a baby 
rhinoceros hornbill is avail¬ 
able for purchase. Interest¬ 
ed buyers, please contact 
by Facebook private mes¬ 
sage." The bird’s price was 


listed as 9,500 baht ($289). 
The report said rarer and 
protected species com¬ 
mand higher prices. 

The report said the vast 
majority of animals offered 
in the online wildlife trade 
were juveniles, prized for 
pets. The illegal wildlife 
trade is not new to Thai¬ 
land, where wildlife seizures 
are often announced by 
authorities. In 2013, Thai¬ 
land was considered to 
have the largest unregulat¬ 
ed elephant ivory market 
in the world but it has since 
instituted new laws to deal 
with the problem. 

TRAFFIC said its research 
found 200 different species 
offered for sale online and 
95 of those, mostly reptiles, 
were not protected by Thai 
law because they are not 
native to the country. 

It said animals such as the 
black pond turtle that are 


not native to Thailand and 
therefore not protected 
by Thai law frequently turn 
up in wildlife seizures in the 
country and region. 
“Growing online wildlife 
trade will only pile further 
pressure on threatened 
non-native species that 
currently have no legal 
protection or regulation,” 
Kanitha Krishnasamy, TRAF¬ 
FIC’S acting regional direc¬ 
tor in Southeast Asia, said in 
a statement. “Giving such 
species protection under 
Thailand's law and en¬ 
abling enforcers to take ac¬ 
tion is the strongest way to 
address this critical conser¬ 
vation problem,” Kanitha 
said. The TRAFFIC report 
recommended that “Thai 
authorities should establish 
a close working relationship 
with Facebook and devel¬ 
op joint strategies to tackle 
this problem.”□

had consensual relations 
with three of the women.

As part of a larger deal, 
CBS wrapped up litigation 
with its parent company, 
National Amusements. CBS 
said it won’t issue a special 
stock dividend that would 
have weakened National 
Amusements’ control of 
CBS, and the company 
won’t try to merge CBS 
with Viacom. TOUGH TO 
SAY GOODBYE: Alibaba fell 
3.3 percent to $157.05 after 
the e-commerce compa¬ 
ny said company founder 
Jack Ma will step down as 
chairman in September 
2019. The next chairman 
will be Daniel Zhang. Zhang 
replaced Ma as CEO in 
2013. U.S.-CHINA TRADE: 
The Trump administration 
could soon announce tar¬ 
iffs on $200 billion in goods 
imported from China, and 
on Friday, U.S. President 
Donald Trump threatened 
to put taxes on another 
$267 billion in goods. That 
would cover essentially all 
products imported from 
China. 

The U.S. has already im¬ 
posed tariffs on $50 billion 
in Chinese products, for 


which Beijing has retaliated 
with an equal amount of 
import taxes on U.S. goods. 
Hong Kong’s Hang Seng 
index tumbled 1.3 percent.

Q&A: With severe storms approaching US, what to expect?

Emergency officials are urg¬ 
ing residents to prepare for 
severe storms that are fore¬ 
cast to hit the East Coast 
and Hawaii over the next 
week at what is the peak of 
this year's hurricane season. 
Coming in from the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean, Tropical Storm 
Florence is expected to 
make landfall Thursday as 
a level 3 hurricane or great¬ 
er, steered by winds that 
could guide it as far south 
as Florida or as far north as 
New England. 

Meanwhile, Hurricane Ol¬ 
ivia is forecast to hit the 
Hawaiian Islands as a tropi¬ 
cal storm on Wednesday, 
bringing heavy rains just 
two weeks after Hurricane 
Lane caused major flood¬ 
ing. 

A look at what forecast¬ 
ers are predicting for those 
storms and the rest of the 
season: 

WHAT DO WE KNOW ABOUT 
THE STORMS RIGHT NOW? 
Tropical Storm Florence 
was gathering strength Sat¬ 
urday, with the National 
Hurricane Center expect¬ 
ing it to become a hurri¬ 
cane overnight. Five days 
out from expected landfall, 
there's still wide uncertainty 
about where it will hit and 
at what intensity, but the 
latest models show that it's 
most likely to make landfall 
in the southeast U.S., be¬ 
tween northern Florida and 
North Carolina. 

Still, there's a chance it 
could be pushed farther 
north and strike along the 
mid-Atlantic or New Eng¬ 
land coast, threatening to 
make landfall between Vir¬ 
ginia and Massachusetts. 
No matter where it lands, 
there's a chance it could 
stall out and pummel the 
coasts for days. 

The latest models on Satur¬ 
day show that it’s becom¬ 


ing less likely the storm will 
veer north and miss the 
mainland U.S. entirely. At 
minimum, residents along 
the East Coast are being 
told to expect heavy rain¬ 
fall and storm surges, with 
the possibility of heavy 
winds. 

Forecasters are also keep¬ 
ing an eye on two storms 
gathering behind Florence. 
Tropical Storm Helene was 
expected to reach the 
Cabo Verde islands on 
Saturday but is predicted 
to miss the mainland U.S. 
A tropical depression that 
was upgraded to Tropical 
Storm Isaac on Saturday is 
headed toward the Carib¬ 


bean and brings a greater 
chance of curving north to¬ 
ward Puerto Rico and the 
mainland, potentially as a 
hurricane. 

It's still uncertain whether 
Hurricane Olivia will make 
landfall in the Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands, but at minimum me¬ 
teorologists believe it will 
come very close and de¬ 
liver a new round of rainfall. 
The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice has also issued a ty¬ 
phoon watch in the U.S. 
territory of Guam, where 
Tropical Storm Mangkhut is 
approaching from the east 
and is expected to bring 
damaging winds by Mon¬ 
day evening. 

WHEN WILL WE HAVE A BET¬ 
TER IDEA OF WHETHER THEY 
POSE A THREAT? 

Each day brings a clearer 
picture of the risks posed 
by the storms. Jeff Masters, 
co-founder of the Weather 
Underground service, says 
airplanes gathering weath¬ 
er information began flying 
into Florence on Saturday, 


which should provide data 
that will lead to a major 
boost in the reliability of 
models on Sunday. 

Isaac's route is still wildly un¬ 
certain and will be for days. 
Forecasters are more con¬ 
fident that Olivia will affect 
Hawaii, with its path and 
intensity sharpening in the 
next few days. 

WHAT FACTORS GIVE FLOR¬ 
ENCE A CHANCE OF BEING 
A PARTICULARLY STRONG 
HURRICANE? 

By the time it reaches the 
East Coast, Florence could 
strengthen into a major 
hurricane. Winds higher 
up in Florence have been 
weakening, giving it time 
to gather itself and gain 
strength over the ocean, 
experts say. And it's also 
approaching water where 


the temperature is slightly 
warmer than average, pro¬ 
viding heat that the storm 
can convert into stronger 
winds. 

HOW SHOULD PEOPLE IN 
AREAS VULNERABLE TO 
HURRICANES STAY PRE¬ 
PARED? 

Residents in evacuation 
zones are urged to have 
a plan to flee if the order 
comes. Others should have 
at least a week's supply of 
food, water and medica¬ 
tion for their families and 
their pets. 

Brian McNoldy, a senior re¬ 
searcher at the University 
of Miami's school of ma¬ 
rine and atmospheric sci¬ 
ence, says residents who 
stick it out should have gas 
cans to fuel their cars and 
power generators, and 
should take out some cash 
in case electronic payment 
systems are down after the 
storms pass. 

To avoid a headache 
down the line, residents are 
also encouraged to keep 
insurance documents in a 
safe place ahead of time. 
North Carolina’s governor 
already issued a state of 
emergency on Friday as 
the storm advanced, while 
officials in other coastal 
states say they're monitor¬ 
ing forecasts. 

WHAT EXPECTATIONS DO 
FORECASTERS HAVE FOR 
THE REST OF THE HURRICANE 
SEASON? 

The second week of Sep¬ 
tember is the peak of hurri¬ 
cane season, so the flurry of 
activity is no surprise to fore¬ 
casters. After the current 
round of storms, though, 
long-range models suggest 
a lull for several weeks. 
Masters said there's a 
chance for another active 
period by mid-October, 
which would mark the end 
of the busiest stretch of the 
season. 

"I don't think we're quite 
done yet," he said, "but cer¬ 
tainly as far as September 
goes, this is the big week.'Q

White, 25, thought of a rain¬ 
bow to represent “women’s 
empowerment and beauty 
from the inside out,” she 
said. 

“I wanted to show not just 
one type of girl is beautiful. 
I like to showcase all types 
of girls, from pageant girls 
to models in wheelchairs, 
models with Down syn¬ 
drome, models who are 4 
feet and told they can nev¬ 
er be a model. They are my 
‘it’ girl,” she explained.^

TORONTO (AP) — Of the 

many who were moved by 
Barry Jenkins' James Bald¬ 
win adaptation “If Beale 
Street Could Talk,” none 
was more shaken than the 
actor Brian Tyree Henry. 
“Get it together, Brian,” he 
told himself on the stage 
of the Princess of Wales 
Theatre moments after the 
film's premiere at the To¬ 
ronto International Film Fes¬ 
tival 

“Black love is beautiful,” he 
said, adding an expletive, 
to loud applause. “I don’t 
think I have ever seen it like 
that. Barry, you have no 
idea how badly we need¬ 
ed and yearned for this.” 
Jenkins’ follow-up to 
his best picture winning 
“Moonlight" was arguably 
the most anticipated film 
at Toronto. It’s the first big- 
screen adaptation of any 
novel by Baldwin and just 
the third film by 38-year- 
old filmmaker who was 
catapulted to larger re¬ 
nown by the astonishing 
“Moonlight,” a low-budget 
independent film that took 


center stage at last year's 
Academy Awards. 

Jenkins wrote the script to 
“If Beale Street Could Talk" 
the same time he scripted 
the adaptation of Tarell 
Alvin McCraney’s play “In 
Moonlight Black Boys Look 
Blue.” He did so without the 
rights to the novel, but later 


convinced the Baldwin es¬ 
tate to let him make the 
movie. 

“I honestly feel that Mr. 
Baldwin chose all of us,” 
said Colman Domingo, an 
actor in the film. 

“I believe that Mr. Baldwin 
chose Mr. Jenkins. As I’ve 
gotten to know these peo¬ 
ple, we know that Baldwin’s 
words live in us — all that 


soaring, searing language, 
all that rage, all that pas¬ 
sion, all that love that only 
Baldwin can write. Baldwin 
is the Shakespeare of our 
times." 

Baldwin’s 1974 novel is 
about two young lovers 
in Harlem, Tish (newcom¬ 
er Kiki Layne) and Fonny 
(Stephan James), whose 
life together, just as it’s 


starting, is shattered by a 
racist police officer and a 
false accusation of rape. 
The film, bathed in the 
warm cinematography of 
James Laxton and the mel¬ 
ancholy Miles Davis “Kind 
of Blue”-inspired horns of 
composer Nicholas Britell 
(both of whom worked on 
“Moonlight,” too), radiates 
with the love between two 
and the sorrow of their un¬ 
just but not uncommon cir¬ 
cumstance. 

“We like to say there's a 
Beale Street in every city," 
said Jenkins before the 
screening. “There's prob¬ 
ably a Beale Street on the 
moon.” 

The moon reference was 
unwittingly ironic; Damien 
Chazelle's Neil Armstrong 
drama “First Man” had its 
first screening at Toronto 
right before the premiere 
of “Beale Street” — a quirky 
bit of scheduling that put 
back-to-back the famously 
intertwined Oscar favorites 
of 2017. (Chazelle directed 
“La La Land,” which was 
mistakenly announced as 
the best picture Oscar win¬ 
ner before Jenkins’ “Moon¬ 
light" was revealed as the 
actual winner. )□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Scal¬ 
ing Emmy heights is tough 
in the era of so-called peak 
TV, with the volume of 
shows matched by lofty ex¬ 
pectations from academy 
voters. 

Good isn't enough for com¬ 
edies and dramas, which 
need to resonate with the 
current political and social 
Zeitgeist. Actors who also 
pull off the high-wire act of 
writing and directing col¬ 
lect more respect and tro¬ 
phies. 

Talent aside, a lavish mar¬ 
keting campaign helps in 
a crowded field: With as 
many as seven or eight 
nominees in some key cate¬ 
gories, about 14 percent of 
the TV academy vote can 
determine who gets a tro¬ 
phy, according to awards 
website Gold Derby. 

So is it “Game of Thrones” 
(with a leading 22 nods, 
but the majority technical 
ones) or “The Handmaid’s 
Tale” for best drama? Will 
Donald Glover repeat as 
best comedy actor for “At¬ 
lanta” or could Bill Hader of 
freshman “Barry" be an up¬ 
set winner? 

The comedy arena is the 
big unknown: It’s wide 
open with two-time winner 
“Veep” and its star, six-time 
comedy actress champ 
Julia Louis-Dreyfus, sitting 
this one out. Despite such 
daunting wild-card fac¬ 
tors, we're still game to pre¬ 
dict who will win, and who 
should, at the ceremony 
airing on NBC at 8 p.m. 
EDT Monday, Sept. 17. It's 
hosted by “Saturday Night 
Live” players Michael Che 
and Colin Jost. Here’s AP 
Television Writer Lynn Elber 
and Entertainment Writer 
Mark Kennedy's guesses in 
the glamour categories. 
DRAMA SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: “The Hand¬ 
maid’s Tale.” It remains true 
to its unsparing vision of a 
poisoned society, daring us 
to watch or choose blind 
ignorance. No other show 
matches its demands with 
equal rewards. 

Will win: “The Handmaid’s 
Tale.” For many viewers 


and voters, it’s got that Zeit¬ 
geist thing down pat. 
KENNEDY: 

Should win: “The Hand¬ 
maid’s Tale.” Even though 
the second season was 
more brutal than the first, 
it went beyond the source 
material brilliantly. “Game 
of Thrones" may have re¬ 
turned to claim its crown 
with a visually stunning sea¬ 
son, but the Zeitgeist is in¬ 
deed firmly in Gilead. 

Will win: “The Handmaid’s 
Tale.” 

COMEDY SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: “Atlanta.” Au¬ 
teur TV at its best, with star 
Donald Glover the series’ 
creator as well as creative 
force, winning Emmys last 
year for acting and direct¬ 
ing. But does it include 
enough punchlines per 
dramatic moments for vot¬ 
ers? 

Will win: “Atlanta.” While 
worthy freshman competi¬ 
tor “The Marvelous Mrs. 
Maisel” offers a female-em¬ 
powerment vibe and more 
wisecracks, the series set in 
the 1950s can't compete 
with the contemporary 
edge of “Atlanta.” 
KENNEDY: 

Should win: “Atlanta.” The 
show, led by Glover's Hall 
of Fame abilities, has add¬ 
ed audiences and nomina¬ 
tions in its second season 
and has given many Amer¬ 
icans a view into a world 
they hadn't known. 

Will win: “The Marvelous 


Mrs. Maisel.” This is safer, 
sad to say. 

ACTOR, DRAMA SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: Matthew Rhys, 
“The Americans.” Rhys’ 
somber, conflicted depic¬ 
tion of Soviet spy Mischa, 
aka American family man 
Philip Jennings, grounded 
the now-ended series. Time 
to honor him, comrades. 
Will win: Sterling K. Brown, 
“This Is Us.” Brown was the 
only network drama se¬ 
ries cast member to win 
last year, with cable and 
streaming gobbling all the 
other awards. And his ten¬ 
der-hearted family man is 
as affecting as ever. 
KENNEDY: 

Should win: Remember 
when Jon Hamm of “Mad 
Men” finally won his Emmy 
on his eighth and last at¬ 
tempt? How he crawled 
onto the stage to accept 
his trophy, out of relief and 
exhaustion? Maybe Rhys 
will do the same this time. 
He deserves to after six bril¬ 
liant seasons of “The Ameri¬ 
cans." Will win: Brown. 
Emmy voters like to ride a 
winner — hello, Julia Louis- 
Dreyfus! — and Brown's 
perpetually unsure brother- 
dad-son on “This Is Us” is a 
portrait both lovingly co¬ 
medic and dramatically 
empathetic. 

ACTRESS, DRAMA SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: Sandra Oh, 
“Killing Eve." The five-time 
Emmy nominee for “Grey's 


Anatomy” gives an intense, 
visceral performance in this 
female version of a mano a 
mano spy thriller and shines 
anew. Will win: Elisabeth 
Moss, “The Handmaid’s 
Tale.” Moss won the trophy 
last year for her portrayal 
of an unbroken victim, and 
her steeliness remains mag¬ 
netic. 

KENNEDY: 

Should win: Keri Russell. No 
disrespect to Moss, but she 
has her Emmy. This is the 
last chance for Russell, who 
played a ferocious Russian 
mole as well as a tender 
wife and mother on “The 
Americans.” 

Will win: Moss. In her sec¬ 
ond season as Offred, 
there seemed less dialogue 
but her eyes managed to 
convey horror, red-hot an¬ 
ger and resignation, all at 
once. 

ACTOR, COMEDY SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: William H. 
Macy, “Shameless.” Must 
Macy’s damaged, erratic 
patriarch Frank Gallagher 
clean up his act or die for 
Macy to get the award 
he so richly deserves, and 
has been denied him four 
times? Is that a rhetorical 
question? 

Will win: Donald Glover, 
“Atlanta.” He’s a master of 
performance as well as se¬ 
riocomic storytelling, bring¬ 
ing his searching young 
character to life with nu¬ 
ance and without cliche. 
Give the man a second 


Emmy. 

KENNEDY: 

Should win: Agreed. Glov¬ 
er. Macy’s a worthy com¬ 
petitor but Bill Hader is too 
much of a dark horse. 

Will win: Glover. Totally. 
ACTRESS, COMEDY SERIES 
ELBER: 

Should win: Rachel Bros- 
nahan is dazzling as a be¬ 
trayed wife who finds her 
voice in witty and cathar¬ 
tic stand-up rants. Brosna- 
han is the right interpreter 
for creator Amy Sherman- 
Palladino’s post-”Gilmore 
Girls” realism. Will win: Bros- 
nahan. A breakout charm¬ 
er in the right vehicle. 
KENNEDY: 

Should win: No Louis-Drey¬ 
fus this time, so the Emmys 
will crown a new comedy 
queen for the first time in 
six years.

ELBER: 

Should win: “Patrick Mel¬ 
rose.” Actor-producer 
Benedict Cumberbatch's 
passion project (based on 
Edward St Aubyn’s semi- 
autobiographical novels) 
is a flawlessly executed ex¬ 
ploration of a tormented 
man and his past. 

Will win: “The Assassination 
of Gianni Versace: Ameri¬ 
can Crime Story.” Produc¬ 
er Ryan Murphy knows how 
to work the big canvas, as 
he proved with Emmy-lav- 
ished “The People v. O.J. 
Simpson: American Crime 
Story.” 

KENNEDY: 

Should win: “The Looming 
Tower.” Mixing fact and 
fiction to trace the messy 
U.S. response to the rise of 
al-Qaida and Osama bin 
Laden, the series bites off a 
lot but delivers deftly.

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Istanbul's historic orphanage awaits salvation

BUYUKADA ISLAND, Turkey 
(AP) — Each morning, Erol 
Baytas checks for further 
damage on the imposing 
but derelict timber build¬ 
ing on an island off Istanbul 
that for decades housed 
orphans from the minority 
Greek community. 

The scene on the hilltop on 
the island of Buyukada, the 
largest of the nine Princes' 
Islands in the Sea of Mar¬ 
mara, looks more like the 
shattered remains of a 
horror movie set than the 
majestic hotel and casino 
complex that it was origi¬ 
nally intended to be. Parts 
of the roof have caved in, 
wooden panels are miss¬ 
ing and the kitchen stoves 
have rusted. 

It's quite a fall from grace 
for the 120-year-old build¬ 
ing. 

"Every day, a piece of 
the building falls out," la¬ 
ments Baytas, the building's 
56-year-old caretaker. 
"When it is raining, I go in¬ 
side to survey the extent 
of the damage. Water will 
flow through every hole 
and it hurts me so much. 
I call them the building's 
tears. I get emotional be¬ 
cause it is my home, and 
before me it was the home 
of thousands of children." 
The building over six floors 
was originally designed by 
architect Alexandre Val- 
laury for the Compagnie In¬ 
ternationale des Wagons- 
Lits, the company which 
also ran the famed Orient 


Express. But when it was 
built in 1899, Ottoman Sul¬ 
tan Abdul Hamid II withheld 
his permission for it to oper¬ 
ate as a hotel and casino. 
The wife of a Greek bank¬ 
er later purchased it and 
donated it to the Istanbul- 
based Ecumenical Patri¬ 
archate of Constantinople, 
which then ran it as an or¬ 
phanage. 

The Prinkipo orphanage 
became home for about 
5,800 minority Greek chil- 


when it was forced to shut 
down, a victim of political 
tensions between Turkey 
and Greece over the east 
Mediterranean island of 
Cyprus. 

The building later became 
the subject of a drawn-out 
legal battle between the 
Ecumenical Patriarchate 
and the Turkish govern¬ 
ment, which confiscated it 
in 1997. It was returned to 
the Patriarchate following 
a European Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights ruling in 2010. 
Earlier this year, the cultural 
heritage organization, Eu- 
ropa Nostra, included it on 
a list of seven endangered 
monuments, but its fate re¬ 
mains unknown. The Patri¬ 
archate has said it wants it 
turned into an institute for 
environmental issues. 
"Prinkipo is a very impor¬ 
tant part of the culture and 
heritage of Istanbul, of the 
Greek population of Istan¬ 
bul, or the Rum population 
rather," said Burcin Altinsay, 
chairperson of Europa Nos¬ 
tra Turkey, referring to the 
Greek Orthodox commu¬ 
nity of Turkey. "It is an im¬ 
portant part of our cultural

heritage and it is really in 
danger." 

A team from Europa Nos¬ 
tra and from the European 
Investment Bank Institute is 
expected to prepare a re¬ 
port on what needs to be 
done to save the building. 
The report will be ready by 
end of the year, accord¬ 
ing to the European Invest¬ 
ment Bank Institute. 

Istanbul — once Con¬ 
stantinople, the capital of 
the Byzantine Empire that 
was dominated by the 


Orthodox Church — was 
captured by the Muslim 
Ottoman Turks in 1453. Is¬ 
tanbul's Greek population 
has dwindled to less than 
3,000 in recent years, but 
the Ecumenical Patriarch¬ 
ate, the seat of the spiritual 
leader of the world's Ortho¬ 
dox Christians, remains in 
the city. 

Sitting under the shade by 
the St. Nicholas Orthodox 
church in Istanbul's Yenikoy 
neighborhood, 80-year-old 
Vitleen Magulas still has 
vivid memories of Prinkipo, 
where she lived with her sis¬ 
ter, from 1945 to 1951. 

"At night, when the moon 
came up, it was as if you 
could hug it. We had very 
beautiful nights there," Ma¬ 
gulas said. 

"We had a beautiful life 
there, better than in our 
own homes," she said. "We 
were happy with every¬ 
thing, our clothes, our food 
... At that time, there were 
many Greeks in Istanbul 
and many benefactors. 
They gave donations to the 
orphanage. We had ev¬ 
erything. They were taking 
good care of us when I was 
there." 

Baytas fears that the struc¬ 
ture, which suffered a fire 
in 1980, may not last much 
longer. 

"I do not know how they will 
repurpose the building but 
it does not matter, as long 
as it is saved," he said. "The 
building has been decay¬ 
ing for years but recently 
the deterioration has ac¬ 
celerated. This year it will 
not survive another winter if 
nothing is done.'Q
